Wat- 
son declared no immediate meeting 
of tlie state committee was being 
considered, but leaders believe he 
hopes to get the situation 
ironed 


out before the end of next week. 


Watson denies he has any person- 


al candidate to put forward; 
he 


says his mission is 'solely that of 
mediator. 


It is generally believed that Wat- 


son will not be "in Indianapolis when 
the state committee meets, but that 
the program it is to cam- out will 
have ,been agreed upon before the 
meeting is called. Watson is plan- 
ning a visit to ''Uncle Joe Cannon in 
Danville, EL, and the meeting will 
in all probability lie held while he 
is there.

196 CIVIL SUITS 


LEFT ON DOCKET 


Thirty-One Criminal Cases Als« 


Pending As Preparations Are 


Made For New Court Tern 


RECORD FOR THE LAST TERM 


Eighty-Three Cases Removed From 


Civil Docket And Nineteen Cri- 


minal esses Disposed Of 


When the May term of court con- 


venes Monday, there will be 196 
civil suits pending for trial and 31 
criminal cases left on the docket, 
according to the' report of Loren 
Martin, county clerk, who has finish- 
ed up his" business of arranging the 
various dockets pertaining to the 
court. 
' 
. M.:^'i1t 


Although there are 196 suits Jeft 


in the civil docket, his report shows 
that there also were 83 ..cases taken 
from the book during the February 
term of court, which ended last 
Saturday. 


These 83, suits that were disposed 


of, included those that were tried, 
those that were dismissed and a few 
that were sent to other counties on 
a change of venue. . 


Of the 31 criminal cases left to 


be tried, the report also shows that 
there were 19 criminal cases taken 
from the book during the last court 
term. 


In these 19 cases "disposed cf 


were included 6 in which the defend- 
ants received a sentence in the re- 
formatory, one a sentence to the 
penal farm one received a fine and 
no sentence, one was acquitted, one 
forfeited a bond and 2 appealed their 
cases to the supreme court. The re- 
maining cases were either dismissed 
•for lack of evidence, or because o£. 
the same cause being entered" 
grand*jury indictment. 
"~-The clerk's1 record also shows 
during the Febrnary term of <*bnrt 
there were 25 cases involving1': es- 
tates and guardianships that were 
disposed of and these cases were 
removed frojn' the docket. 


The number of civil suits, pending, 


196, is about an average for this 
court, which is generally the number 
that is in the civil book. Some of 
these cases are not at issue, be- 
cause divorce suits • are left on the 
books 60 days b'j/fre "being called, 
for trial. 


The 31 criminal cases is not as 


large a number left for trial as ;n 
years past, and many of these cases 
'are, of long standing and will pro- ' 
bably be dropped during the new 
term for lack of prosecution.
